A young man from New York then said that monoply was 
creating special problems for youth and was exploiting young 
people by causing them to sacrifice their lives in Vietnam.

He also said that the Alliance of Youth and 
Labor was most essential to the working class and was second only 
to the alliance of Negro and labor.
